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ENGLAND AND THE UNITED STATES. 


The ocean-cable has not as yet realised the expectation that 
it would prove a great pacificator between the two principal 
branches of the English-speaking race. Rapid as is the com- 
munication established by its agency, America and England 
can still play at cross purposes. While we were accepting 
with decorous regret the summary rejection of the Alabama 
Claims Convention, our kinsmen were being lashed into 
excitement by Senator Sumner’s inflammatory speech, which 
embodied in one grand indictment all the real and imaginary 
grievances of America against England. When the echo of 
their resentment troubled our money market and reacted on 
their own, Americans were surprised and disturbed. They had 
no objection to scare John Bull a little, but did not mean, 
apparently, to create a monetary or commercial panic. A 
change at once set in. It was proclaimed that the big 
gun of the Chairman of the Committee of Foreign Affairs 
fired only blank cartridge, and that Mr. Sumner spoke 








only for “a section” of the American people, and was not 
the mouthpiece of the Washington Government. And now, 


when the most influential New York papers are expressing | 


doubt as to the wisdom of having “‘contemptuously rejected” 
the mutual arrangement by which all claims for damages by 
the Alabama would have been settled, and are telling their 
coumymen that lack of sympathy is no cause for war, and can 
be expressed in no diplomatic despatch, an ardent English 
champion of the Amcrican Union has come forward and, in a 
calm and plain statement of facts, has demonstrated that, 
outside the limits embraced by the rejected treaty, our Trans- 
atlantic cousins have no tangible grievance against us. 

The speech of Mr. Forster last week before his Bradford 
constituents was an event. It was a timely, forcible, and con- 


clusive appeal to the returning good sense of the American | 


people by a statesman whose cordial sympathy with them is 
above suspicion, and whose position and claims must com- 
mand attention. Mr. Forster evades nothing — extenuates 


nothing. Closing at once with the monster grievance of Mr, | 


| Seward and Mr. Sumner—the neutrality suiteneatiion of 1861, 
| for which they persist in demanding “an abject apology ’’— 
he shows that it is a mere bugbear founded on the strangest 
| misconception. He himself, the steady friend of the free 
| States, and with the life-long desire “that the North, repre. 
| senting the principles of freedom, should conquer the South, 

which represented the principle of slavery,” was, he avows, 

foremost in urging the issue of that proclamation, and 
| in bringing pressure to bear upon the Government of the day 

for that purpose. That declaration might have been pub- 
| lished a day or two too soon; but this was “a mere matter of 
| etiquette.” But with the knowledge that a vast number of 
Southern Americans, both there and here, were intriguing to 
| drag us into the war, and that letters of marque were in 
England authorising privateers to issue from our ports, Mr. 
Forster felt that this country could not too soon, alike for its 
| own dignity and in the interests of the North, assume an 
| attitude of rigid neutrality. The policy of such a step is, of 
course, debatable; but the most red-hot “ anti-Britisher”

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will not challenge the sincerity of the right hon. gent'eman in 
doing all in his power to hasten it. Looking at Mr. Seward's 
pet grievance—the superstructure of the whole indictment 
against England—through Mr. Forster's spectacles, it entirely 
dissolves away. 

Then Mr. Sumner complains that, though our Government 
proclaimed neutrality, they did not keep it. Mr. Forster 
disproves the charge. The Government was kept in the 
straight path, and did »ot, as Mr. Sumner alleges, fling its 
sword imto the scale in favour of slavery. “It is true,” he 
says, “that Lord Russell, or rather the men who were acting 
under Lord Russell—because it was not his doing—allowed 
the Alabama to escape. There was, as I believe, great 
neglect in allowing her to escape ; I believe there was a great 
mistake in allowing her refuge in British ports. You know 
that I did my best to denounce and expose that mistake; but 
I feel that I have some little right to complain against 
my friend, Mr. Sumner, when, in this great question, 
and this great crisis of a great question, he quotes 
my words as it were against my own country, without 
remembering that those words were used for his country, 
and used with success, for we did keep England, as I say, from 
breaking the neutrality. There was that great mistake about 
the Alabama, for which we are willing to submit to arbitra- 
tion, and to pay damages if the arbitrator—as I daresay he 
would—decided against us.” But there is even stronger 
evidence — evidence which has been culpably ignored by 
Americans eager to make out the worst possible case 
against us—of the loyalty of our Government. First, 
Earl Russell strained the law to prevent Mr. Laird’s 
rams from leaving port. Next, in the very crisis of 
the civil war, when the fortunes of the North were at the 
lowest ebb, and its stanchest friends began to despair, the 
tempter came, in the person of the French Emperor, and tried 
to persuade England to declare on the side of the South. 
This was a supreme test, and our Government stood it. Mr. 
Sumner has a frightful imaginary bill of costs against us 
for our assumed complicity. His friend, Mr. Forster, tells 
him that if England had at that moment abandoned her atti- 
tude of neutrality, the cost of the war would have been quad- 
rupled or quintupled, even if the American Union had been 
saved at all. The North was kept intact not only by its 
ewn indomitable energy, but indirectly by the good faith of 
the British Government. 

Lastly comes the question of sentiment. “English sym- 
pathy,” says prejudiced Mr. Sumner, “ was against us.”” Mr. 
Forster can, to a great extent, deny even this intangible 
effence, for which his American friends are endeavouring to 
punich us. Mr. Sumner and his clients point to the notorious 
hostility of the fashionable clubs and drawing-rooms of 
Belgravia against the North during the civil war; but, rejoins 
Mr. Forster, “if they wanted to know what England felt, 
they—the Republicans, the men of the people—ought to have 
gone to the workshops of the people and the hearths of the 
people. There they would have found in that workshop 
im Lancashire, which was no longer a workshop because of 
their war—by that hearthstone, which was cold and dreary, 
where there was hardly a meal that could be cooked because 
ef that war—there they would have found their friends.” 
It is not, then, because our Government was hostile, for it 
maintained its neutrality; nor because popular feeling was 
against the North, for it was sympathetic; but because high 
society and a considerable section of the middle classes looked 
eoldly upon the Union cause, that retribution is to bé visited 
all round, vengeance to be blindly inflicted, and reparation, 
where justly due and frankly offered, has been scornfully 
rejected ! 

Such morbid and irrational resentment cannot last. 
Already the Americans are half-ashamed of it. Mr. Forster's 
manly speech will quicken their repentance. The right word 
has been epoken at the right time. The senior member for 
Bradford, with patriotic dignity, reminds his querulous friends 
that the United States has no monopoly of patriotism, and 
that “there is a line beyond which concession would be a 
crime, because it would be a sacrifice of that position amongst 
civilised nations which alone makes England able to do her 
@uty.” Mr. Motley will be here in a few days, and it has 
been wisely arranged that he is not to reopen negotiations. 
“ As the case stands,’ remarks the New York Times, “a 
wiser Government than our own would be sorely puzzled to 
know what instructions to give him; and when you don’t 
know what to do, the best thing to do, according to the old 
maxim, is, to do nothing.” The Americans will c¢e long 
abandon their childish grudge, and come to see that they 
have been foolish and vindictive in rejecting our fair proposals. 
They cannot refuse to look at this international difference 
from Mr. Forster’s point of view, or to acknowledge eventually, 
now that the Alabama Claims Convention has been offen- 
sively torn up, that their animosity has been indiscriminate, 
unwarranted, and unjust. To keep open this question, 
however inconvenient, is less hazardous than to force ne- 
gotistions while either side is reluctant. Our kinsmen 
know at least our terms, and the limit of our concessions 
to their amour propre. If the right hon. member for Brad- 
ford has done no other service by his weighty speech, he 
has presented the English side of the case in such a way that 
his countrymen, without distinction of party, can heartily 
indorse it. We are absolutely unanimous in the conclusion 
that we have yielded not only all that is reasonable, but all 
that is required by fraternal feeling. Consideration for millions 
of well-wishers on this side of the Atlantic, past as well as 

would suggest that the Americans shieuld courageously 
abandon a false and untenable position. If they will not be 
megnanimous, they can afford to be just, Having ourselves 
no fear of the ultimate iseue, we may confidently hope with 
Mr. Forster that mutual interests, mutual sympathies, common 
institutions, a common language, and ties of blood will main- 
tain the alliance between the two countries—that the con- 


quest of freedom which was achieved when slavery was over- 
thrown—“ of peace-giving, justice-giving, and mercy-giving 
freedom—will bring peace to all men who speak the English 
language, and that that peace will eventually give peace to 
the world.” 








THE COLOURED ILLUSTRATION. 
“THE NOONDAY REST.” 


Mr. Horsley, R.A., has supplied, in the picture of which we this 
week submit a colour-printed reproduction, a subject which, —s 
as it does in choice artistic language of the maternal love that 
have shared, and of simple rustic occupations that all have at least 
witnessed with pleasure, can hardly fail of wide acceptance. The 
subject, however, is precisely of the kind which places the writer in 
comparison with the artist at the utmost possible disadvantage. 
What is the scratching, spluttering, scribbling iron implement we 
are now driving to the soft, supple, eloquent, insinuating pencil 
of the artist? What is the vile funereal compound into which 
we have just dipt to the rainbow array of colours which the 
painter sets forth on his palette ? pen may chronicle 
facts by conventional signs; it may occasionally, ps, tickle 
the fancy; it may even stab sometimes, though with no deadly 
punctures; but it cannot mould, and model, and caress—it cannot 
colour, and modulate, and tone with light and shade. You cannot 
ress from it life and light—all imaginable hues—all the infinite 
auty of the visible universe. If we were constrained to describe 
this picture, what a very imperfect inventory could our pen draw up! 
For example—item, in the fore; to the right, a small 
beer-barrel; then a wicker hand-basket, with bottle; loaf, and 
willow-pattern plates ; a scythe, the blade carefully enveloped with 
straw-wi to prevent accidents ; a woman’s red jacket, and a 
man’s wideawake. To the left, a baby asleep on the softest, 
thickest herbage (placed there, | eer | by some loving hand), 
with a spoon in its little fist; and, the most prominent 
object in the immediate foreground—a dog of the sagaciously- 
faithful shaggy Skye breed, more intent on guarding the baby 
than the eatables and drinkables, but, with ears pricked and nose in 
air, listening to approaching, and certainly recognised, footsteps, 
or else he would 4 barking fiercely. — stop; here we should 
have a slight advantage over the painter; for, whereas he cannot 
depict motion, we are pre to affirm that the dog’s tail, that 
great vehicle of canine emotions, is beginning to wag. Then, con- 
tinuing our catalogue, we have a little higher fencing in this 
secluded corner, and, sheltering it from sun and wind, a thick 
growth of bramble-bushes, wild flowers, and beech saplings, with 
the steadfast trunk of a vigorous young oak, round the bole of 
which climb and cling—the weak to the strong, like a child 
to its mother—a family of parasite creepers. Talking of 
mothers, what does that comely young woman, with the 
hay-rake, and a face like the sunny side of an apple, 
want that she should be peeping over into this snug 
little corner with such tender solicitude? Why, of course she 
is the mother of the sleeping babe, stolen — from her fellow- 
labourers in momentary defiance of the proverbial injunction to 
**make hay while the sun shines,’’ and hither come, like a mother- 
bird to its nest, to look after her little one, to see if it is still safe 
where she placed it for the “‘ noonday rest,’’ when, overcome by the 
noontide heat, it fell asleep. ing our inventory, we have, 
next, a newly-mown field, the fragrant grass all* lying in ordered 
swathes; and a party of haymakers (some of whom, we 
should say, are non-professionals pressed for the occasion) 
working with a wili to rake together the hay oer to 
loading and carting it away to rick and barn for the winter 
sustenance of animal life. yond rises the fringe of a ne or 
patch of rural woodland, and over all hangs the pure English 
summer sky of silver fleeces and heavenly azure. And now, having 
proceeded thus far with our catalogue, how completely we have 
missed the very essence of the painter’s representation; how many 
even of his particulars of costume and other details of fact have we 
not omitted! A thousand minutie of form, endless diversity of 
colour, remain undescribed. [For full realisation of a delightful 
aspect of rustic nature, for complete representation of the lovely 
lay of colour and light through a ars of blue sky and 
Sarhences cloudlet, and through twinkling meshes of semi- 
transparent foliage, and for adequate suggestions of the sweet 
sounds and scents of the country we must have the artist’s pencil 
and pigments. We withdraw, therefore; confessing our discom- 
fiture, but content if we introduce the reader and painter to each 
other and to their mutual satisfaction.

FRANCE,

are all the disturbances reported up to the present moment; and 
it must be admitted that the worst of them falls short of an 
ordin English riot under similar circumstances, which says 
something for the temper of the French people, if it says nothing 
on behalf of the popularity of Imperial institutions. 

SPAIN. 

The article in the Constitution affirming that the sovereignty 
rests with the nation, and that from it all wer emanates, was 
carried by acclamation on Thursday week. Glens 33, which de- 
clares that the form of government shall be monarchical, was 
carried by 214 to 71, the Republicans voting. 

On Monday, the clause of the Constitution proclaiming the 
irremovability of the J — was adopted. 

Ina qua made b arshal Serrano, on Tuesday, in the Con- 
stituent Cortes, he said that the insurrection in Cuba was almost 
suppressed, and that as soon as the normal siate of things should 
be re-established, the Government would, in conjunction with the 
Cuban deputies, suppress slavery by a well-considered measu 
and proceed with inexorable severity against all persons engag 
in the slave trade. 

In Wednesday’s sitting the Cortes closed the discussion on the 
Constitution by the adoption of the remaining clauses. On Friday 
the solemn promulgation of the constitutional charter was to take 
place at the meeting of the Cortes. 

ITALY. 

The Viceroy of Egypt, with his son and a numerous suite, has 
arrived at Florence, and is staying at the Pitti Palace. The King 
went from Turin to receive him. 

The Senate adopted, on Thursday week, by sixty-seven votes 
against thirty, the bill rendering young men training for the priest- 
hood liable to the conscription. 

In Wednesday’s sitting of the Chamber of Deputies General 
Menabrea announced that Signor de Filippo, Minister of Justice 
and Public Worship, had tendered his resignation, and that the 
portfolio had been accepted by Senator Pironti, whom he introduced. 

The Austrian Consul at Leghorn was assassinated at Florence on 
Monday night, while walking with the Austrian General Grenneville. 
The General was also wounded. 

Civita Vecchia re been lighted with gas, but there are still 
in the Papal States only two towns, Rome and Civita Veochia, that 
have abandoned the old oil-lamp; and even in these last gas has 
only been introduced into the aristocratic quarters. 

GERMANY. 

A Royal ordinance has been issued convoking the Customs 
Parliament for June 3. 

The North German Parliament has read the first and second 
time the treaty with Switzerland relative to the mutual protection 
of artistic and literary works. 

A document, drawn up by the Prussian Minister of Finance to 
demonstrate the a wy wy federal taxes, has been dis- 
tributed among the mem of the North German Parliament. It 
shows that last year’s Prussian deficit amounted to 9,863,434 thalera, 
and that it will be impossible to establish an equilibrium between 
the revenue and expenditure in the Budget of 1869-70, unless 
federal taxation is sanctioned. Amongst other projected taxes is 
one upon railway tickets. The total amount of the revenue to be 
derived from the proposed taxes is estimated at 11,268,000 thalers, 
of which the Prussian portion would be 9,641,780. This revenue 
would about produce the required equilibrium. The Minister of 
Finance concludes his statement with the expression of a hope that 
the Parliament will lend its aid towards enabling Prussia to fulfil 


her obligations to the Confederation.

strath or valley of Kildonan, one of which was 
a large massive ring for the late Duke of Sutherland, by whom 
and by his successor it was often worn. No attempt was made, 
however, until very recently to test the extent or value of the gold- 
fields, when it came about in this way. 

A native of the district of Kildonan, named Gilchrist, like many 
another sturdy Highlander, wooed fortune at the Australian 
diggings, and won her there ; but his heart had a warm side for the 
old home among the hills of Sutherland. He could not help 
observing that the natural formation of the Australian, and particu- 
larly the New Zealand, gold-fields corresponded in every i 
with that of his native strath at Kildonan. The conviction grew 
im that gold existed in Kildonan Strath, and he resolved to 
make the experiment. This was by no means an easy matter. 
Kildonan, once the seat of a large tion, who lived by the 
cultivation of little patches of land rearing black cattle, had 
since been the principal scene of those ‘‘ Sutherland evictions’’ which 
took place about sixty years ago, and which have made a consider- 
able Keure in Celtic literature ever since. The were ousted 
from their miserable holdings, very much to their own advantage, 
though they saw nothing but ip in it at the time. They 
were obliged to emigrate to America or settle in wealthier districts 
of Scotland ; and the country was devoted to sheep-farming upon 
a scale which had then no parallel in the Highlands. or a 
stretch of twenty miles scarcely a house of any kind was left in the 
valley except the old church and the manse. So it remains to this 
day with little change ; but here and there a small lodge has been 
erected for sporting tenants, a new class of occupants in the north ; 
or the manse has converted into the residence of one of the 
principal sh farmers of the district, the church being meanwhile 
allowed to fall very much into decay. The strath has thus been 
left to run into a state of nature, and Mr. Gilchrist had to make 
his “ ing ’’ from the basis of the village inn of Helmsdale, 
about ten miles di t. He was not long, however, in finding gold: 
on the very first day—using no better appliances than a trowel and a 
tin basin—he discovered the precious metal, and immediately began 
making more extended investigations. It was impossible to keep 
the secret, and in a v short time rumours of the existence of 
ga began to spread, and touched the excitable imagination of the 

ighlanders as if by magic. This was about the month of 
November last. ore the expi of the year there was a 
stampede to the lonely glen; hun of men marched through 
the solitude, carrying with them the rudest implements for work- 
ing and washing the gold; and, after a hard day’s labour, they 
found themselves obliged to trudge back on foot to the 
village of Helmsdale, ten miles distant, in order to find 
shelter at night and food for the morrow. The dilapidated 
old church once more came to be of use, scores of men 
huddling into it at night, and lying down upon heather 
beds formed hastily in the pews; others faced the rigours of 
a winter night with no more protection than a blanket 
on a pole and tied to the walls of an old —— Some even 
sought the shelter of a cosy nook on the hillside with only a 
Highland plaid wrapped round them. As many as 500 men and 
lads were at one time squatting in the strath. Old diggers from 
Australia and New Zealand visited the diggings, bringing with them 
tents and improved machinery ; and the search for gold came to be 
a recognised industry, which it became necessary to reduce to order 
and system. The proprietor of the soil, the Duke of Sutherland, 
indulged — oe — oo aa ts —_ om 5 search until the 
beginning of the month of April, and by that time important 
facts been satisfactorily ed.

@ general impression seems to 
be that the matrix will be found 
in the hills immediately above 
Kildonan. But no gold has yet 
been discovered in situ; and 
though quartz is by no means un- 
common through the district, it is 
not, so far as yet observed, auri- 
ferous. Only one specimen of gold 
associated with quartz has been 
lighted on, —~ b> it the quartz 
was so very small that it might 
have been granitic. On the other 
hand, a piece of gold has been 
found intimately associated with 
felspar as well as quartz, which 
has given rise to the presumption, 
favoured by the eissose and 
granitic character of the rocks of 
the district, that the Kildonan 
gold may be found to be asso- 
ciated with granite. The pos- 
sibility of such a combination has 
been frequently asserted ; and Dr. 
Sutherland read a paper, in 
Jan , to the Geological Society 
of London, showing that he had 
found gold diffused in minute 
quantities in the granite and 
gneiss underlying the silurian 
rocks of South Africa. The 
working out of the problem in- 
volved in this theory will be 
watched with great interest. 

The invasion of the solitary 
wilds of Sutherland by bands of 
miners armed with shovels and 
mattocks, with cradles, “ long 
Toms,”’ and sluices, has crea’ 

a panic among the sheep-farmers 
and sportsmen. The loss of the 
sweet grassy haughs along the 
sides of the burns is a serious 
matter for sheep in the lambing 
season, when they found shelter 
there in the stormiest weather, and 
a’ sweet bite of rich grass, which 
gave them an appetite for the 
coarser heather food of the hill 
side. As a sheep-farmer re- 
mark these berders of fine 
vegetation were like butter to the 
bread of the pasture. For this 
loss compensation must be made 
te the tenants, and negotiations 
are begun to ascertain the cha- 
racter and amount of the damage.

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An election performed by a nation of thirty-seven millions, 
and that nation the most important in Continental Europe, is 
an event that demands as of right the utmost respect and 
attention, but it is quite possible that its imposing character 
may invest it with factitious interest. We are, we trust, in 
no way inclined to undervalue the demonstration which has 
taken place in France, and which is now occupying all the 
pens of the civilised world; but we believe ourselves te 
perceive some reasons why the topic of the Fronch elections 
may be treated with somewhat less excitement, somewhat less 
of the Cassandra manner, than has been called up by the fact 
that the voters among the thirty-seven millions have added a 
number of exceedingly undesirable politicians to the Opposi- 
tion. For we at present fail to see in what way this result 
tends to the cataclysm, the fear of which is held up te the 
Government of the Tuileries as a reason for an immediate 
departure from all the traditions of the rule which has been 
maintained for the last seventeen years. 

There is, at all events, no reason why English writers 
should break into scare and clamour. We have heard quite 
enough in this country of late about great national demon- 
strations. These are not things to be wished for, or to be 
unduly dwelt upon. At the best, they are but in the nature 
of active remedies, of which, when they have cured the dis- 
ease, few rational persons desire to hear much more. We 
have had a demonstration of our own, and a very strong one, 
and its necessity was patent; for there was a great injustice 
to be redressed, and this process has been nearly effected, not 
without the disturbance and agitation which always, in polities 
as in physic, accompany the “exhibition’’ of a powerful 
medicament. We have by no means got rid of the symptoms 
which attended our grand struggle on Irish policy, and 
we shall be some time in returning to our normal 
condition. While in our abnormal state, we are not in 
the best frame for studying the political incidents in 
the life of our neighbour, and certainly we are a good 
deal disqualified for the office of her adviser. At the 
best of times, the looker-on should be very sure indeed of the 
condition of the game before he interposes a word upon it ; but 
he should be particularly cautious to reserve his judgment when 
he is himself panting from the excitement of a severely-fought 
contest to which he has just been a party. St. Patrick has at 
this moment nothing in common with St. Denis. 

Still, we should be bad neighbours and bad Christians if 
we did not feel and manifest the most lively interest in the 
well-being of France, and this interest may be most respect- 
fully testified by a total abstention from dogmatic sentence on 
her doings. Letus, we will not say in common courtesy, but 
as matter of common sense, refrain from talking of French 
politics as if they resembled English politics ; and let us leave 
Magna Charta and the Reform Acts on the shelf when we sit 
down to a conference with Frenchmen on the future of their 
country. We ought to be a little more cosmopolitan 
than in the days of the Spectator, when in coffee-houses lawyers 


course may be wisest for an Emperor of France, elected by 
universal suffrage, to take in presence of the fact that 


Paris, Marseilles, and Lyons elect representatives who avow 
themselves his enemies. offhand decision that, as large 
cities are more intellectual than agricultural districts, and 
that a proof having been given that the intellect of France is 
opposed to the dynasty, a change of institutions should take 


place, is exceedingly easy, popular, and English ; but those 
who are so unhesitating in their judgment may be glad a 
short time hence that it has not been remembered against 
them. The decision which the ballot has given in the great 
towns of France is in itself a subject of sufficient gravity te 
deserve the calmest consideration before we proceed te 
declare the action which we think it should suggest to the 
French Government. 

As there is not the least hurry for our advice, it may not 


of a good many of these gentlemen, inasmuch as we have long 
been acquainted with the gentlemen themselves. But, with 
certain not material, we do not know as yet what 
classes in France have joined the democratic movement in the 


very large bodies of electors of the most respectable kind have 
no more thought of visiting the urns than a similar class in 
London thinks of going to the polling-places for its enormous 
boroughs ; and this fact points to the first question which wo 








should ask. Have those classes come forward to choose demo- 
crate of the type that advocates the assassination of rulers, or 
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of the type that assails personal government with personal 
ribaldry? It has been hastily assumed that such is the case, but 
the assumption is so amazing that, at all events, we must humbly 
ask some kind of evidence in its behalf. This preliminary 
inquiry appears to us to be so important that we must be 
excused for insisting upon it before we are asked to advise the 
Emperor of the French how to manage his empire. The Fates 
forbid that Englishmen should ever become modest enough to 
forego their self-conferred title to advise all the world on 
government, religion, morals, dress, and amusements! We 
have ancient right to do that, and more. But even an 
Englishman may condescend to ask whether a disturbance be 
a revolution or a riot; whether responsible and sober men 
are pronouncing against a system, or whether, in a nation of 
universal suffrage, the intellectual Adullamites are making 
common cause with and tools of the illiterate and disaffected 
masses.

The system of repression is not only hateful to the freeman 
but to the philosophic statesman. And if in these elections 
mingles the voice of the honest men of France, who ask for 
other institutions than those they now possess, to that voice 
every Englishman must turn a willing ear, and reply with an 
encouraging word. But we have neither love nor encourage- 
ment for men who can vote for MM. Bancel and Rochefort. 
We wait to be told, neither by the organs of a Government 
nor those of a faction, but by Frenchmen who appreciate 
honourable question and return honourable answer, what is 
the real meaning of the secret vote which has this week been 
given in the great cities of France.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


Professor Tyndall, in his seventh lecture on Light, given on Thurs- 
day week, resumed his explanation of the phenomena of diffrac- 
tion or inflection, commenting especially on various forms of the 
following interesting fm ym :'— He stated that, when he looked 
through aslit ina placed in front of the electric lamp (the 
light being made monochromatic by placing a red glass before the 
slit) he saw a vivid rectangle of light, and right and left of ita 
series of rectangles decreasing in vividness and separated from each 
othet by intervals of absolute darkness. The breadth of the band 
varied with the width of the slit placed in front of the eye. When 
the slit was widened, the —— became narrower; when it was 
narrowed, the images widened and retreated from each other. 
When a blue glass was substituted for the red, the rectangles 
became narrower and closer together; and when glasses of other 
colours were bands of colour of intermediate width and posi- 
tion were obtained. These ph which t be accounted 
for consistently according to the emission theory of light, the Pro- 
fessor proved to be clearly in accordance with the wave theory ; and 
he also showed how Schwerd, by means of similar experiments, had 
been enabled to measure the waves of light and to calculate that a 
wave’s length of red light is 0000026 of an inch. Professor T 1 
then showed how the coloured fringes, instead of being received upon 
the retina, — be thrown upon a screen.

(two), 2254; Persian Gulf, 1308; home seas, 1277; miscellaneous - 
(approximate), 1350: total, 9937. The total length of the new 
French Atlantic cable will cover fifty acres of und, being @ 
narrow slip 3564 miles long and little more than an inch wide. John 
Peter Gassiot, Esq., F.R.5., vice-president, was in the chair. 
Professor Seeley, in his third and concluding lecture on the 
History of the Roman Empire, after referring to the transition 
period (beginning with Marcus Aurelius and ending with theacces- 
sion of Diocletian) as presenting some of the worst tyrannies, bloodiest 
revolutions, and enormous calamities in history, proceeded to insti- 
tute a detailed comparison between the empire under Hadrian or 
the Antonines, and the empire under Constantine or Theodosius. In 
the first place, he stated that in the earlier period the Roman world 
was clearly separated from the barbaric, but in the later period the 
separation had disappeared. The so-called Roman citizens were 
now very likely to have the features and habits of barbarians; 
the soldiers in the army were commonly Goths, Vandals, and Sarma- 
tians, using barbarian war-cries and customs; and the word Romar 
ceased to be exclusive of any nationality, but was used to denote an 
empire of which Rome was not the centre. In the earlier period the 
empire still retained much of the political character of the old 
republic. The State was guided by a President for life, and the 
Senate still existed as a chosen body of distinguished men, chosen, 
indeed, by the Emperor, but giving a powerful expression to the 
feelings of the upper classes. But in the time of Constantine the 
President had become a Sultan, and the Senate, as an organ of 
opinion, had practically Snape, The Emperor, invested with 
a kind of sacred character as head of the Christian Church, had his 
immeasurable superiority readily admitted by his subjects; and the 
spell which the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries uneasily 


laboured to shake off was first thrown into the spongy air by 
Diocletian and Constantine. With the Oriental theo of govern- 
ment also was introduced Oriental cruelty and waste: of life. 


In the earlier time there had been cruel Emperors, but now cruclty 
was part of the system, even in the reignsof good Emperors. It was 
the redeeming feature of this despotism that hereditary succession was 
not —-e ey in it; yet it would occasionally creep ia, 
and when it did it always inflicted irreparable injury. The worst 
kind of government is that which is regarded as divine and is really 
weak; and such was that of Constantius and Honorius—imbecile 
and despotic. But these were exceptional cases. The multiplication 
of officials was enormous, and the civic organisation was entirely 
superseded by a military bureaucracy. The army, as it were, 
destroyed the State and created a new State out of it. But evils 
seldom come into this world without their compensations; and 
when freemen sank to be slaves, slaves began to turn into freemen. 
And these were the agricultural serfs attached to the soil and 
irremovable from it, who ap to have had property and rights 
against their masters and duties to the State. hs the decay of 
population human beings had risen in value. At the same time a 
new —_ was spread through society, which was a powerful 
substitute for liberty: this was Christianity.

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BURNING OF THE OMAR PACHA. 


The Australian homeward-bound ship Omar Pacha was destroy: 
by fire, on April 22, in latitude 28 N., longitude 43 W. This is 
nearly in the middle of the North Atlantic Ocean.

In tendering his resignation 
Mr. Motley censured, in a formal reply to Mr. Seward’s celebrated 
diplomatic circular, the tricks practised to bring the foreign repre- 
sentatives of the country into odium, and his independent action 
was warmly commended. As regards the questions still in ute 
between the two Governments of the United States and Great 
Britain, Mr. Motley will of course abide by his instructions; but 
t he will desire, not less earnestly than either 
Mr. Reverdy Johnson and Mr. Charles Francis 
Adams, to maintain and strengthen the friendship which should 
ever join the two nations—or rather the two political branches of 
one [nag English nation—in kindly affection towards each other.
